CHINA 
AND 
JAPAN. 


By the arrival of th e 1’. M. S. S. C ity of 
Tokio at San Francisco yesterday, we are 
in receipt of advices from H ongkong to 
Ju n e 28th and Yokoham a to Ju ly 9th. 
From our exchanges we tak e th e follow­ 
ing : 
JAPAN. 
O aring the past week or tw o a rum or 
has been spread, b u t industriously contra­ 
dicted, to th e effect th a t the Japanese gov­ 
ernm ent had resolved to abandon ail fur­ 
ther efforts to bring about a revision of the 
treaties. 
The causes of delay have been 
the unw illingness of .Japan to subm it to 
the continuance of the clauses known as 
the extra-territorial conditions and the res­ 
olution of other countries to retain them 
for th e present, and questions connected 
w ith the tariff, which is to be largely in­ 
creased. 
A ccounts from th e interior and th e w est 
are not prom ising for th e harvest. 
An u n ­ 
usually dry w inter has been followed by 
heavy spring and early sum m er rains, caus­ 
ing rivers to overflow, burst th eir banks, 
flood the country and do serious injury. 
The Second N ational Exhibition, opened 
in Tokio M arch 1st, was closed Ju n e 30th, 
This exhibition has been in every way as 
successful as creditable. 
D uring th e four 
m onths 739,499 visitors entered, and ¡J05,- 
222 was taken at th e gates. 
The next ex­ 
hibition will be in 18S4. 
The impression th a t foreign m erchants 
derive enormous profits from th eir export 
of silk has led to the form ation of a native 
company, w ith a large capital, for the p u r­ 
pose of m aking direct shipm ents abroad 
for sale on account of the shippers. 
The railw ay betw een Tsuruga and Otsu 
is being -apidly pushed forw ard, and the 
whole line is expected to be com pleted by 
the end of Novem ber. 
The construction 
of the railw ay betw een Tokio and Takasaki 
will be commenced in A ugust next. 
CHINA. 
The H ongkong M ail of June 27th says 
th e pirates who attacked th e Germ an bark 
Occidente on her voyage from this port to 
Amoy, on the 2Sth of A pril last, an d 
looted the vessel of property to the extent 
of $1,000, have been captured a t Macao, 
and have been turned over to the Chinese 
authorities for punishm ent.

THE DUELLO IN GERMANY. 
The practice of student dueling in Ger­ 
many has always been a subject of wonder 
and mystery to the outside world. Why 
the German youth should cling so tena­ 
ciously to a custom which results in the 
most disliguriug mutilations, and which 
is so essentially barbarous, has long puzzled 
foreigners. 
Yet so strongly entrenched 
is the duello in that country that it has 
latterly appeared to take a fresli develop­ 
ment, and within the past six months a 
number of savage and even fatal contests 
have occurred. 
The sanction given to 
dueling at the German universities of 
course has a powerful reflex influence 
upon society, and one of the consequences 
is the growth and increase of the same 
practice among the army oflicers. There 
have been more militaryduels this year than 
at any previous time, and it would seem 
that the Government, in endeavoring to 
cultivate an txprit <lu cor];.' in the army, 
had unwittingly given a dangerous en­ 
couragement to quarreling over trifles. 
Occasionally an effort is made to check 
dueling by punishing some particularly 
flagrant offenders, hut experience shows 
that when such a custom ha 3 been 
firmly rooted in a country, it will defy 
legislation or penal enactments of any 
kind. If the German Government really 
desires to do away with the practice it 
must begin with the Universities.. 
Un­ 
questionably it would find such a task 
anj thing but easy. The resistance of the 
Jittrxchen would be great and persistent. 
5 et it is there that the custom has its 
roots, and consequently there alone can it 
be attacked with any prospect of success. 
It is a brutal and savage custom, and an 
enlightened and progressive people like the 
Germans ought to recognize this, and abol­ 
ish it spontaneously, liut it has been made 
evident by the recent Anti-Semitic crusade 
in Germany that very much of the current 
culture of that people is only skin deep, 
and therefore it may be concluded that the 
dueling practice has not yet presented it­ 
self to them as really reprehensible and 
discreditable. 


THOSE INFERNAL MACHINES. 
Later information renders it certain that 
seven barrels of infernal machines really 
were shipped from Boston to Liverpool, 
but under circumstances which cast some 
doubt upon the genuineness of the sup­ 
posed conspiracy. The freight was shipped 
as cement, a very unusual kind of importa-’ 
tion, and the barrels were conspicuously 
marked with a black cross. Then again 
the English Government had received 
information of the shipment, and were pre­ 
pared to pounce upon the machines 
when they arrived. But it is perfectly 
clear that no matter how these things came 
to be shipped, the criminality of shipping 
them remains the same ; for machines pre­ 
pared in this way with dynamite charges 
are liable to explode by concussion under 
any circumstances, and the steamer that 
carried them might have had her bottom 
blown out by them in mid-ocean, and have 


TEE CONDITION OF THE PRESIDENT. 
The condition of the President yesterday 
appears to have been on the whole favor­ 
able, or at least not alarming. The most 
serious symptom now seems to be his great 
weakness, for if he should have any fur­ 
ther relapses it may be questioned whether 
he retains enough vitality to recover from 
them. In regard to the apprehended dan­ 
ger from py.Tilia, or blood poisoning, there 
is a strange conflict of authority. The phy­ 
sicians who have been most closely in at­ 
tendance in the case assert positively that 
there are no indications of any such poison­ 
ing. Other physicians, on the contrary, 
declare that pyiemia has appeared. Pub­ 
lic anxiety is of course not relieved by 
these contradictory professional views, nor 
does the caustic criticism of certain doc­ 
tors upon their brethren having charge of 
the case tend to allay apprehension. We 
suppose that it would have been impossible 
to select any physicians who would have 
been recognized by the profession uni­ 
versally as the best in the country. Doc­ 
tor are no doubt very human in their 
weaknesses, and therefore there may be ten 
thousand physicians in the country who 
believe that they could have treated the 
case more skillfully than Dr. Bliss and his 
colleagues. The general sense of what is 
right and proper at such a juncture has, 
however, led the profession generally to 
hold up the hands of their brethren en­ 
gaged In the sick room at Washington, 
and this is unquestionably the one 
right thing for them to do. Noth­ 
ing is more inopportune than carp­ 
ing or malignant criticism upon the 
capacity of the doctors in charge. Of 
course there are black sheep in the medical 
profession, as in all others, and it must be 
unworthy motives alone which impel the 
utterance of such censorious remarks as 
the press agent has lately been so ill- 
advised as to send over the country. The 
rational presumption is that the President 
is beiug treated with as much skill and 
care as could have been enlisted in the 
case, and that if the outcome is after all 
fatal, the result will be attributable to the 
character of the wound, and not to any 
want of knowledge on the part of the 
doctors. The remarkable sensitiveness of 
the patient’s stomach appears to us to be 
of ill omen, when viewed in conjunction 
with his great weakness. It is through 
the stomach alone that he can repair the 
waste of vital energy caused by the drain 
of his wound, and if that organ fails him 
we do not see where his physicians are to 
get the necessary leverage for their build­ 
ing-up treatment. 


FRANCE IN AFRICA. 
The French expedition to Tunis is pro­ 
ducing results which were not calculated 
upon. Perhaps the French Government 
did not care much about Italian approval, 
but it could not have foreseen that the 
virtual annexation of Tunis would have 
stirred up a hornet s nest in the neighbor­ 
ing country of Tripoli, and that iu attempt­ 
ing to maintain order it would have fallen 
foul of the Porte, and become entangled in 
what appears to be a religious war with 
the followers of Islam. 
The Sultan 
seems to he endeavoring to regain his 
lapsed authority as the head of the 
Moslem Church by preaching a crusade 
against the French throughout Africa. 
The present ardor and fury of the Arabs ¡3 
undoubtedly due to religious fanaticism 
more than to any other cause. And while 
the French are of course more than a 
match for any Arab force which can be 
cornered, the truth is that the Arabs as 
a race refuse to fight according to rule. 
They are fond of raids and dashes, and as 
when pressed they retreat to the desert, 
where no European troops can follow them, 
it is impossible to deal with them a; all 
without a very large army. And if, a3 
now seems probable, the Moslem rise 
upon the French from Tripoli to Morocco, 
they will be eng ,ged in a guerilla war, 
of indefinite co t and duration. 
The 
French experience in Algeria lias taught 
them how difficult it ¡3 to conquer the 
circumscribed in their movements, and 
Arabs even when the latter are measurably 
the prospect of having to fight them all over 
the country is anything but a pleasant 
one. The Sultan appears to be prepared 
even for a war with France, no doubt 
knowing that France dare not accept such 
a challenge. In fact she has already been 
notified that any such extension of her 
African programme as may bring her into 
collision with the Tripolitan subjects of 
the l’orte will compel tlie)signatories of the 
Treaty of Berlin to interfere for the main­ 
tenance of the integrity of that instru­ 
ment. Meanwhile, however, the Sultan is 
obviously encouraging the Arabs every­ 
where to rise against the French, and the 
latter find that even if they escape the 
misfortune of a war with Italy, they are 
threatened with a series of campaigns 
which are sure to be extremely expensive, 
cannot possibly bring them either honor or 
profit, and may lead them into further 
complications of the mo3t dangerous kind. 


AN ARGUMENT FOR CREMATION. 
Dr. Charles AY. Purdy, of England, has 
been addressing the Chieago Medical Soci- 
iety recently in advocacy cf cremation, and 
one of his strongest and most telling argu­ 
ments was the great cost of funerals as at 
present conducted. Of course this consid­ 
eration may be used apart from the advo­ 
cacy of cremation, hut wherever it is 
employed it deserves attention. Dr. Purdy 
said among other things : “ One and one- 
“ fourth times more money is expended 
“ annually in funerals in the United States 
" than the Government expends for public 
“ school purposes. Funerals cost two and 
“ one-half times more money annually 
“ than would buy the grounds and build- 
“ ings of all the colleges and universities in 


a little matter, and what renders it the 
more serious is that by far the most waste­ 
ful squandering upon funerals is done by 
the poorer classes, who often throw away 
all that remains of the estate of the 
decedent in ministering to the barbarous 
vanity of the family and friends. If this 
leak were stopped, whether by the 
adoption of cremation or otherwise, there 
can he no question that the world would 
be very much better off. 


JUSTICE CLIFFORD. 
The death of Justice Clifford had been 
long expected, but it nevertheless revives 
the question of his succession as a new 
problem. He was seventy-eight years of 
age, and was appointed by President Buch­ 
anan. He wa9 one of the few Democrats 
on the Supreme Bench, and Justice Field 
is now the sole remaining representative 
of that party in the Court of last resort. 
The inevitable clamor of suggestion and 
solicitation for the vacant place has of 
course already commenced, and the press 
will no doubt be actively occupied for 
some time to come in making nominations. 
There are several very obvious suggestions 
in this connection, but it is not necessary 
to make them at present. A Supreme 
Judge ought to be selected with care, and 
the place should not be given (as has un­ 
fortunately sometimes been done) as a re­ 
ward for political and partisan services. 
If President Garfield lives we have no 
doubt that he will make a wise and gen­ 
erally acceptable appointment.

San Diego Union: A wave of suicide 
seems to be sweeping over the whole coun­ 
try. In all parts of the Republic men and 
women are blowing out what little brains 
they possess, and cutting their worthless 
throats in the most reckless manner. The 
compensating circumstance about it is 
that it rids the world of a number of peo­ 
ple who, if they did not kill themselves, 
would kill somebody else, and that they 
make business lively for the undertakers 
and the Coroners. 
Hollister Advance: A party of four 
strangers, thought to be in the employ of 
the Atchison and Topeka Railroad, were 
piloted to Pacheco pass and through the 
mountains in that neighborhood, Thurs 
day, by Frank McCray. It seems from 
this that the railroad authorities are con­ 
sidering the advisability of running their 
road into this valley through the mount­ 
ains somewhere in that section. 
San Francisco Post : AA’e regard Com­ 
missioner W att’s suggestion in regard to 
the segregation of prisoners, at the prison 
investigation, an admirable one. 
The 
great defect in our prison system is that 
there is no means of classifying prisoners. 
Now, if only hardened and incorrigible 
cases were sent to the Folsom Branch 
Prison, it would enable reformatory 
methods to be carried out somewhat effi­ 
ciently at San Quentin. This is what Mr. 
W att suggests, and, to our mind, it has 
great practical value. 
San Diego Union: Why should the pun­ 
ishment for an assault with intent to mur­ 
der not be punished as murder? There is 
no reason why. And if such were the law 
there would be less murder. During a 
recent debate iu the British House of Com­ 
mons a member said : “ It seems to me 
that when the sentence of death is carried 
into execution we often punish rather for 
the results of the crime than for the crime 
itself. AA'e wait, for instance, to see 
whether the crime was a murder or a sav­ 
age assault. If the person who has been 
attacked chances to recover the offense 
docs not amount to murder, and yet the 
crime must have been the same on the part 
of the criminal. In such a case a man 
ought to he punished for his crime, and not 
for its result.” 


A g a in st 
A d u lter a tio n . — The 
.St. 
Helena 
A'iticultural 
Association has 
adopted these resolutions, among others, 
on the same subject: 
W h erea s, Protection is one of the first 
laws of honest industry, and v t intend to 
protect ourselves against all evil practices 
designed to injure us, therefore be it 
fiexo'ved, That we, the St. Helena A'iti­ 
cultural Association, condemn in the 
strongest terms any attempt by any party 
to adulterate our wines and brandies by 
the addition of any substance of whatso­ 
ever kind, and inore particularly by the 
use of glucose, and that we will expose all 
parties importing or receiving the same, by 
publishing their name3 in the papers of 
th¡3 and the Eastern States, and that all 
wine dealers purchasing wines or brandies 
from winemakers using glucose shall also

Unsolved, That the attention of distillers 
is called to the law regulating fruit distil­ 
leries, and that glucose being the product 
of corn, and molasses the product of cane, 
the use of them in fruit distilleries is a 
violation of the law.

CITY POLITICS. 
City politics, so far as the Democracy are 
concerned, have taken quite a different ap­ 
pearance within the last day or so. It is now 
understood that instead of a fusion of the 
Yosemite wing of the Democracy with the 
Workingmen, a truce is likely to be patched 
up between tbe opposing cluns of the De­ 
mocracy, and a straight ticket be put up 
headed by Frank McCoppin for Mayor. 
There is also a report that the Workingmen 
will put up a straight ticket, headed by Kal- 
loeh, who, it is stated, will accept tlie nomi­ 
nation if tendered him, notwithstanding Lis 
recent statement to his congregation that he 
would decline the office. 
PROPOSED NEW RAILROADS. 
For months past rumors have floated 
around that new railroads were being pro­ 
jected throughout tbe Pacific coast to connect 
San Francisco and other points with a system 
of overlaud roads from the East. Certain it 
is that corps of surveyors have been running 
lines in many localities, mostly from t! e 
southern seaboard to the Sierras, but the ob­ 
jects of the surveyors have been kept so much 
in the background that the public have had 
no definite knowledge of the end aimed at, 
nor aDy information who was the power be­ 
hind ail this activity. Now, however, the 
matter is assuming definite shape, and the 
plans of the originator of the new system are 
developing. Yesterday there were filed in 
this city articles of incorporation of two 
new railroad companies that expose the pur­ 
poses of the planner of the scheme. The 
first incorporation is the California Central 
Railway, San Joaquin division, capital stock 
$6,000,000. The proposed railroad is to run 
from the terminus of the San Francisco and 
Ocean Beach Railroad at Santa Cruz, which 
Is to be built to San Francisco, to the 
town of Minturn, iu Fresuo county. The 
second incorporation is for a road from 
the Fresno Flats to some point in McBride 
Pass, Inyo county, on the State fine, and 
called the Northern division of the California 
Central. The capital of this road is put at 
$7,500,000. 
The same Board of Directors 
are named for both companies, among whom 
are Lyman Bridges, of this city, and J. H 
Kincaid, Governor of the State of Nevada 
A R ecord-U nion reporter called upon 
gentleman of this city this morning who is well 
informed upon railroad matters, and asked his 
opinion upon the new corporations, and 
whether they were part and parcel of the re 
ported scheme for bringing another overland 
railroad to San Francisco. 
The gentleman 
said that whether the projected roads would 
be built or not the future could alone deter 
mine, but that the two incorporations were 
made for a purpose was certain. 
“ It ha: 
been known in railroad circles for a lorg 
time,” the gentleman said, “ that Jay Gould 
has determined to control a traus continental 
railroad. Some months ago he endeavored to 
make an arrangement with the Central Pa 
cific managers to obtain that road, in which 
endeavor he failed ; nor could he offer íd 
ducements enough to get possession of eitber 
the Central or Southern Pacific. 
Failing to 
attain his object in this way, Could set about 
to accomplish his aim in another direction 
Ho began securing railroads in the South and 
Southwest, the most important of which was 
the eystem in Texas controlled by the late 
Tom. Scott, and has finally succeedei in map­ 
ping out a plau that will enable him to have 
virtually two tracs-continental reads from 
the Pacific Coast—one by way of Southern 
Nevada to Salt Lake valley where it joins 
the Union Pacific, and the other tbrou; 
Arizma, New Mexico and Texas to the Gulf 
of Mexico, or the southern seaboard on the 
Atlantic.” 
At this point the interviewed gentleman 
called the reporter’s attention to a dispatch 
from Omaha published last Monday, in 
which it was stated that a prominent railroad 
man had informed a reporter that Gculd ha 
perfected his system for his continuous over 
land fine, and giving an outline of it. “ This 
railroad man,” continued the gentleman, 
"was none other than S. II. H. Clark, the 
right-hand man of Jay Gould, and who runs 
Gould’s immense business in the West and 
Scuth. The fact of Clark’s talking shdw 
that Gould has made up his plans, and that 
he sees his way clear to attain his ends, 
Whether Clark has given the public correct 
information of Gould’s projects or not, every 
one wiil have to judge for himself. The plan 
outlined is to run a road from Santa Cruz to 
gome point in Paranagat valley. Southern 
Nevada, there to connect with the Utah 
Southern (Gould’s private property), and 
another road to be built by the Texas-Pacific 
(another affair of Gould’s), the Atlantic and 
Pacific, and the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe roads. Gould does not control the last 
two named roads, but, as the dispatch says 
has made satisfactory arrangements with 
them, and will undoubtedly be the boss in

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Compounding C rim e.—The case of George 
Carr, who stole a paper of coffee from 
King’s grocery store, at the corner of Second 
and L streets, evening before last, and in the 
chase for whom the cry of stop thief was 
mistaken for a cry of fire and caused an 
alarm to be turned in, is assuming a defi­ 
nitely peculiar phase. 
The case was yester­ 
day postponed until to-morrow, on account 
of parties who are engaged in trying to prove, 
without a trial being held, that Carr is a most 
innocent and honest individual, and ought 
not to be prosecuted. 
.Tust how the paper of 
coffee came into the defendant’s possession, 
whether it was attracted to his person by 
magnetic influence or got upon all fours and 
followed him out of the store, has not yet 
been definitely fixed upon ; but it requires no 
cumulative evidence to convince the defend­ 
ant that it wa3 in bis possession when King 
overhauled him on Front street, and was so 
vigorous in taking personal satisfacti >n out 
of the thief, fearing that he might otherwise 
escape iuslice. 
W hile this exercise was 
being performed Carr gave an exceedingly 
lively alarm of “ murder !” on a high kej-. 
The expressions from those best acquainted 
with the case is, that the attempt to suppress 
a trial in a case like this, upon asserted hon­ 
esty of the prisoner, is not only reprehensible 
as tending to cover up and increase crime, 
but that persons so endeavoring to prevent 
justice and hinder punishment, justly lay 
themselves liable to suspicion of sustaining 
unpleasantly intimate relations not only with 
the criminal but his crime. 


M e r i t e d S e n te n c e s .— The four youngsters, 
George McClintock, Joseph Sprout, James 
Scanlau and James Green, who were con­ 
victed at Auburn a few days since of break­ 
ing into a railroad car and stealing goods to 
the amount of §250 in value, were yesterday 
sentenced by Judge Meyers to the State 
Prison ; the first three for a term of fif­ 
teen years each, and Green for five years. 
The reason for the shorter term of the latter 
was that it was his first conviction. 
As here­ 
tofore remarked, none of these four con­ 
victed criminals were as yet sixteen years of 
age. 
McClintock, Sprout and Scanlan were 
born in chis city, and have always lived here, 
except when away for commission of crime, 
and although young in years, they are gray­ 
headed and bald in hardness and criminal 
experience. 
There ¡3 a general approval of 
the sentences imposed by the Judge, and a 
relief in the thought that if it does not have 
a tendency to reform the criminals, it will at 
least afford temporary relief by suspending 
from public notice tbeir continuous acts aud 
ever-growing recures of crime. 
It is re­ 
marked that it would be care thrown away 
to attempt to keep this youthful batch from 
older offenders in the State Prison, for fear of 
hardening them, for they are already ripe in 
iniquity and in what would have been re­ 
garded “ good hanging order” during the 
earlier days in this State, when justice was 
administered in undiluted form. 


P o lic e C o u rt.—Cases in this Court were 
yesterday disposed of as follows : Ouh Sing, 
was fined §10 for disturbing the peace.

upon the charge of 
burglary, but he was discharged, as the evi­ 
dence was not deemed sufficient to insure 
conviction in ths Court above.

which he paid. 
Sarah Kern aDd Frank Kern, said to be 
husband and wife, were fined S3 each for 
engaging in a double-header automatic back- 
action drunk. 
The charge of disturbing the 
peace, made against Thomas McCante, was 
dismissed at the request of the prosecuting 
witness. 
The petit larceny case of George 
Carr was continued until to-day, and the 
battery cases of Ah Wing and Sing Kum 
were postponed until to-morrcw.

H e came here two months 
since from Santa Cruz on account of his 
health, being afflicted with the lung and 
heart disease. 
It was bis father that oweed 
Kabel's tannery, in tbe north part of the city, 
in former years, and since then the entire 
family, as also the other branches of the 
original Babel family in this State, have 
passed away.

Eleventh Sitting of the Investi­ 
gation Commission. 


TESTIMONY OF 
CAPTAIN 
LEES. 


C om parison o f 
th e C ongregate and 
G ra ced S ystem s.

S a n ijCENTiN S t a t e P r is o n , July 26th.— 
To-day’s sitting makes the eleventh of the 
San Quentin State Prison Investigation Com­ 
mission. 
The three Commissioners, Director 
Everson and Warden Ames were present. 
Rev. Dr. Piatt wa3 also in attendance. 
The 
minutes of yesterday’s proceedings were read 
and approved, and the Commission was then 
called to order. 


CAPTAIN LEES ON THE CONGREGATE SYSTEM. 
Captain Lee?, the San Francisco detective, 
was called, and his opinions elicited relative 
to the treatment of criminals, and the man­ 
agement of prisoners. 
Captain Lees—I have been in the detective 
business 28 years next October, principally 
confined to this State. 
I am familiar with 
the prison system as it exists here. 
The con­ 
clusions I have arrived at of the working of 
the prison system in California are unfavora­ 
ble. 
The first object to be kept in view is, 
in my opinion, to make them reformatory. 
Such a thing is impossible under the present 
congregate system. 
The prisoners of the 
State should be first sent to one penal sta­ 
tion. 
The criminals should then be graded, 
and hardened 
criminals separated 
from 
younger and first offenders. 
A t present the 
prisoners cannot be classified. 
There are 
among criminals many whom we characterize 
as professionals. 
A ll second-termers are 
usually considered professionals. 
To Mr. W att—Many of them elude detec­ 
tion, and some of them escape from prison. 
That is why I advocate the establishment of 
a first general penal station, and at that place 
they should be graded and greater care taken 
to prevent older criminals from influencing 
younger ones. 


THE GRADED SYSTEM IN ENGLAND. 
That is the system in England. 
All pris­ 
oners in that cruntry are first sent to Mill- 
bank or to d’entonville. 
There they remain 
not less than nine months. 
At the expira­ 
tion of the first fourteen days he is permitted 
to addresB his friends and receive an answer. 
The prisoners are numbered, and they lose 
their identity. 
They are never called by 
their proper names, but always by their num­ 
ber. 
AU prisoners get eight marks or credits 
a day. 
If he loses any of them from miscon­ 
duct, he loses Borne of the privileges that are 
permitted to them, and at the end of each 
year the total is calculated, and there is either 
a certain number of days to his credit ' or a 
certain number to his debit, and his time is 
increased by tho number of days against him. 
The English system and that laid down in 
tbe Goodwin Act are essentially the same. 
THE DETECTIVE’S DETAILED STATEMENT. 
Captain Lees here entered on a detailed ex­ 
planation of the interior arrangements of the 
prisoner’s cell in England. 
Captain Lees, re­ 
suming : 
During the nine months the pris­ 
oner is confined at the preliminary prison, 
tho Warden and Surgeon make regular re­ 
ports of him to the Governor. 
On those re­ 
ports he is drafted to some other prison 
Strong, healthy men are sent to Portsmouth 
to work in the dockyards, and others to other 
prisons. 
Through all this a classification of 
the prisoners is kept in view. 
The second­ 
time offender is never placed with the first 
offender. 
It is a corresponding system that 
will have to be adopted here in California, or 
the present existing obstacles in the way of 
making the prison a reformatory institution 
will not be overcome. 
To Mr. Mills—The class of men deterred 
from the further commission of crime de­ 
pends largely on the prison discipline. 


PERFECT DREAD OP THE SILENT SYSTEM. 
Prisoners have the greatest dread of the 
silent system. 
They have a perfect horror 
of isolation and confinement. 
It is not be­ 
cause they arc more harshly treated, but 
simply because they are kept alone, never 
allowed to speak to any one, nor even al­ 
lowed to look the Warden in the face when 
he comes in. 
I have heard many of them 
say they would rather die than have to go 
back to a prison worked on the silent system. 
To the professional thieves it is especially 
dreadful, and the recollection of the silent 
system will deter them from the committal 
of crime when nothing else will. 
DR. W. H. l’LATT, 
Of San Francisco, was the next witness. 
After a few preliminary questions, Dr. Piatt 
asked permission to submit a written state­ 
ment of his views upon the canses of crime, 
the relation of education to crime, and 
kindred subjects, which he promised to fur­ 
nish the Commission at an early date. 


WARDEN AMES 
Being recalled, submitted his views, in the 
form of a printed report, which he declared 
to convey all the testimony he desired to give 
on the subject of prison management. 
Officer Hutton, of San Francisco, testified 
concerning the effect of the prison at San 
Quentin upon crime in Saa Francisco. 


JUDGE ROBERT FEBRAL 
Was the next witness called. 
He gave it as 
his opinion, based upon his observation as 
presiding Judge of a Criminal Court, that 
the penal institutions of California did not 
restrain men from crime, and that they did 
not exert a reformatory influence upon con­ 
victs brought under the influence of the sys­ 
tem. 
His observation confirmed him in the 
belief that the penal institutions of the State, 
as a rule, returned convicts to society more 
confirmed criminals than when they entered 
the urisone. 
JUDGE DARWIN, 
Of San Francisco, was the next witness 
called. 
He believed the prisons to be as good 
as they could be made ; thought prison in­ 
strumentalities and discipline severe enough, 
and believed they excited a very wholesome 
influence upon the criminal element of the 
State. H e believed crime to be hereditary, 
and thought the children of criminals should 
be cared for by the State. 


REV. JAMES WOODWORTH 
Testified that he had been Secretary of the 
Prison Commission for sixteen years. 
The 
Commission’s task was a voluntary one, a:;d 
its purpose benevolent. 
Its object was to do 
good to prisoners, both before and after their 
imprisonment; had followed the history of 
prisoners; knew instances of reform on the 
part of convicts; did not believe that the 
preaching of the gospel, as that term is un­ 
derstood, was certain to be practicable in 
prisons ; the great variety of religious opin­ 
ion was assigned as the obstacle to preach­ 
ing ; was himself a minister, acd had some­ 
times preached to convicts, 
and received 
marked attention; did not believe in com­ 
pelling convicts to attend divine worship in 
prison ; founded his belief upon the great 
disparity of 
religious 
views entertained 
among them. 
A conscientious minister of 
the gospel must teach the doctrine which he 
believed to be true. 
If he believed in the 
tenets of his own church he would teach 
them ; did not see how sectarian teaching 
could be avoided. 
PUBLIC EXAMINATION POSTPONED. 
Further public examination was postponed 
until Monday, August 1st. 
The Special 
Commission will devote to-morrow to an in­ 
spection of the interior of the prison. 
The 
session next Monday will be held to take the 
testimony of certain witnesses whose presence 
could not be obtained up to this time. 
The 
session will be held at the office of the Prison 
Directors in San Francisco. 
No further 
public sessions of the Commission will be 
held at San Quentin. 
Commissioner Gibbs 
was granted leave of absence until Monday, 
August 1st.
